The Federal Reserve 
Bank’s proper decision to re- 
sume its statutory responsibil- 
ity for controlling the nation’s 
money supply had this effect. 
The great war inflated the 
money supply. More currency 
was needed, so it was printed. 
Then, in 1949, when .things 
seemed a little tight the Fed- 
eral Reserve made credit a lit- 
tle ‘‘easier.”’ 
begun to affect the markets 
when the Korean war crashed 
through the roof and the engine 
of inflation began to increase 
its speed. Now, cheap money 
is out of the market, and the 
Treasury must come into it and 
compete with other investments. 


Parasiies 

There never was much sense, 
from the free enterprise view- 
point, for the Treasury to issue 
a speculative bond and_ then 
support it at par. It led to the 
enormous evil in which the 
“free riders’ of the nation 
made very substantial amounts 
of money without fear of loss. 

The “free rider” evil worked 
fn this fashion. Whenever -the 
Treasury issued bonds the free 
riders rushed in and invested 
heavily. They knew they could 
not lose, since the bond was 
“supported” (by tax money) at 
par. The issues. almost inva- 
riably rose above par. They 
were then sold by the “free 
riders.”’ It was not unusual for 
a man to make, in the course 
of 24 or 48 hours, a profit of sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 

In the news today is a demand 
from some congressmen that 
U* S. bond prices be supported 
so as to prevent a rise in inter- 
est rates to farmers, small bor- 
rowers and others. This pres- 
sure wil] increase. But, what- 
ever happens, some way must be 
found to prevent the ‘“‘free rid- 
er’ parasites from infesting the 
Treasury fleece like ticks on a 
hungry cow. The “free riders” 
have done the investment mar- 
ket permanent damage. As the 
Treasury seeks to maintain the 
honest policy that government 
cannot guarantee a profit to 
speculators at the expense of the 
public, this fact will become 
more apparent. 


Confusion 

Financial men say never before 
in our times has the bond market 
offered so many paradoxes. 

Chief among them is the sta- 
tus of the recent Treasury issue 
bearing 3% per cent interest. 
It was heavily oversubscribed, 
but is selling below par. The 
issue was a modest $1,000,- 
000,000. Some $6,000,000,000 was 
offered. It now is known the 
free riders rushed in, assuming 
that permanent investors would 
buy most of the bonds and they 
would, therefore, move above 
par and allow them to dump 
their holdings at a fat profit. 

Financial men, who previously 
encouraged free-rider parasites, 
now criticize the Treasury for 
its ‘‘inept’’ handling of the issue. 

The Treasury really has its tin- 
gers in the wringer, since with- 
in the next two weeks it must 
plunge into the pool of public 
debt and come up with terms for 
refinding $5,686,000,000 due June 
15. (This has the GOP jittery, 
too. Afterall the campaign 
promises they can’t balance the 
budget and they can’t reduce 
the public debt. Thty may, in- 
deed, have to increase it. And 
while the fault may rest with the 
past, the public looks at the pres- 
ent.)

Credit 
inflation, therefore, is high and 
the Federal Reserve cannot aban- 
don its restrictive policy without 
loosing an even greater inflation- 
ary flood.

WASHINGTON, May 11—(INS)—Defense Secret 
Wilson revealed plans tonight to cut the draft in half, 
slash military manpower goals by 291,000 men, and reduce 
the Air Force’s 1955 authorized strength from 143 to 120

The 291,000 cut in the man- 
power goal would be off the 3,647,- 
000 total proposed by the Defense 
department under ex-President 
‘Truman for the 1954 fiscal year 
which starts July 1. The Eisen- 
hower administration wants to re- 
duce the Truman estimate to 
3,306,000. 


159,000-MAN CUT 

The new total would represent 
a 159,000-man reduction in pres- 
ent actual manpower strength, 
which stands at 3,515,000. 

The plans outlined by Wilson 
would reduce the draft to about 
25,000 inductions a month, com- 
pared to 53,000 a month from 
February through May and 32,000 
scheduled for June. 

Wilson said the Air Force must 
reduce its size from 975,000 to 
960,000 in 1954 and to 915,000 in 
1955, while at the same time or- 
ganizing more groups or wings 
for combat. A group, or wing, 
is a combat unit usually com- 
posed of either 75 fighter planes, 
or between 30 and 60 bombers. 
ARMY CUT 64,000 

Wilson testified that the Army 
is slated to be cut 64,000 men 
from its present strength of 1,- 
485,000, while the Navy will be 
reduced by 65,000 from its 
strength of 810,000 and the Ma- 
rine Corps will be cut 15,000 from 
a strength of 245,000. 

He revealed that during the 
coming fiscal year the Defense 
department is expected to reduce 
actual spending by 2.3 billion 
dollars. | 
‘Wilson pointed out that approx- 
imately $1,700,000,000 in spending 
for fhe Korean War was not in’ 
the budget submitted by Truman 
and has been added in the course 
of revisions. 

The cabinet member contended 
that Air Force strength can be 
materially increased even with 
fewer men and less money. 

He said that at the end of 

March the air force had 103 
wings, 10 of which did not yet 
have their combat planes, and 
that by the end of fiscal 1954 this 
strength ¢an be increased to 114 
fully-equipped wings.

NEAR THE KOREAN FRONT, 
May 11—ip—The 8th Army today 
demonstrated a series of hitherto 
secret weapons it is using in 
Korea, including a mammoth 
field artillery piece second only 
in size to the atomic cannon.

Press Violation 


WASHINGTON—May 11—Because Sena- 
tor McCarthy, as chairman of a Senate 
committee, ventured jo ask a newspaper 
editor to explain his onetime mem- 
bership in a Communist group and to ex- 
plain also his present-day views on com- 
munism, a hue and cry has gone up from 
certain quarters that’ this infringes upon 
the freedom of the press. 


The cry comes mostly from “‘left 


wingers’’ who were strangely silent and . 


indeed ridiculed the complaint of the news- 
, _ paper publishers back 
in 1935 when the latter 
asked the courts to ex- 
empt them from the 
provisions of the Wag- 
ner Labor’ Relations 
Law on the ground that 
it violated freedom of 
the press. 

Likewise, .when some 
newspaper __—iopublishers 
had to open their files 

ee to investigators who 
asaeht to determine the pattern of the re- 
lationships between the newspapers and 
their customers, no “‘left winger’’ got up to 
defend the newspapers as immune from 
investigation under the antitrust laws. 

Likewise, a few years ago, when a New 
York labor union of newspaper reporters 
was found to be dominated by Communists, 
Congress had the right to investigate that 
subject but didn’t. Anti-Communist news- 
papermen in New York cleaned house. 

-Also, when a senator supporting Gov- 
ernor Stevenson in the 1952 campaign pub- 
licly threatened to investigate and then 
ask for laws punishing certain periodicals 
which were supporting President Eisen- 
hower and did urge that their postal rates 
be increased because of their views, no 
‘‘left winger’’ rose to ask that the senator 
be repudiated. 

The fact is these senators had a right 
to say what they pleased about the press, 
just as the press has a right to say what it 
pleases about them. 

The courts have said that the power of 
congressional’ committees to ask questions 
is unlimited, but the power to compel the 
furnishings of books and records is pro- 
tected in personal instances. 

It has been reported that the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors has been 
asked to examine the transcript of Senator 
McCarthy’s interrogation of a newspaper 
editor and to pass judgment on it and say 
if it is an infringement of freedom of = 
press. Maybe if such a study is made, 
should include the government’s suits wre 
the antitrust laws and the present law that 
says labor unions 8f newspaper writers 
must be recognized by publishers. It could 
delve into the phases of the present law 
whereby newspaper writers and reporters 
in certain cities are compelled to join a 
union at the end of 30 days or lose their 
jobs. These questions towch “‘thought con- 
trol’’ and the freedom of the press much 
more vitally than the problem of whether 
an editor who was once engaged in Com- 
munist adventures has or has not thrown 
off his earlier Communist sympathies.

On GOP Budget 


WASHINGTON—What we have come to 
call “‘social gains’’ are not just something 
that happened—and can then be ‘taken for 
granted. 

Certain principles had to be established 
by law, it is true. Getting that done was 
quite a battle that went 
on through the last 20 
years. But these prin- 
ciples have to be im- 
plemented from time to 
time if they are to 
mean anything. 

For example, Con- 
gress established back 
in 1937 the policy of 
government financial 
assistance to help com- 

p munities to eliminate 
shame ana put up decent housing in such 
blighted areas. That didn’t solve the prob- 
Jem. It is a continuing job, for there are 
still sizable slum areas in our bigger cities, 
including the national capital. Congress 
has to provide money from time to time 
to continue this work. 

So likewise does it have to provide funds 
for loans to rural electrification co-opera- 
tives to serve farm regions with electric 
power and, in recent years, with telephones. 
These are self-liquidating projects that pay 
out in time. They are operated by the 
people in the community and represent one 
of the finest examples of grass-roots de- 
mocracy. 

Congress now is going about its economy 
motions, cutting appropriations for various 
purposes included under ‘“‘social gains’’ 
along with other items. As it does so, it is 
getting kickbacks from voters here and 
there who remembered what General Ei- 
senhower said about preserving the social 
gains, and took him on faith, and forgot 
about what he and his party said about 
economy. 

For instancé, the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration recommended appropriations in the 
independent offices bill for 35,000 public 
housing units, which compares with 75,000 
suggested in the final Truman budget. But 
the House didn’t approve a nickel for public 
housing units. 

The House also sharply reduced loan 
funds for the Rural Electrification admin- 
istration for power lines and telephones. 

One of their leaders, F. V. Heinkel, 
president of the Missouri Farmers Asso- 
ciation, the largest state-wide farm organi- 
zation in the country, spoke up right 
brusquely in a signed editorial in the May 
issue of Missouri Farmer. He said, among 
other things: | 

“At a time when the ‘farm problem’ is 
casting its ugly’ shadow across the whole 
of agriculture, why does Benson urge a 10 
per cent cut in appropriations for the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture? Right at a 
time when farmers need help the worst, 
PMA, SCS, FHA, REA and other govern- 
mental agencies which have been render- 
ing good service to farmers are to be 
sharply reduced! I don’t understand it.” 

And so it goes with “economy” and 
“social gains.”’

Of Georgia’s Cotton Crop Annually

There is 
sufficient information available which, if 
applied according to recommendations of 
the entomologists, will enable the farmer 
to produce maximum yields in spite of the 
boll weevil.

Sec. Humphrey Gives Real Reason 
Why Budget Cannot Be Balanced 


WASHINGTON—Any remaining hope of 
balancing the federal budget in the next 
fiscal year was thrown out the window by 
the testimony of Secretary of the Treasury 
George Humphrey be- 
fore the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee 
the other day. Some of 
the Republican diehards 
in Congress—those who 
made profuse campaign 
pledges for reduced 
taxes and wholesale 
Slashes in government 
spending—are still re- Be 
luctant to admit it, but if 
the facts of the matter ie & 
have been honestly stated by the Treasury 
department head. 

Mr. Humphrey, a levelheaded business- 
man and a hard realist, told the Senate 
committee that Congress might as well for- 
get about any immediate goal of balancing 
the budget. Instead, he said, it will have 
to increase the debt limit from the present 
$275,000,000,000 to take care of further def- 
icit financing. The public debt as of today 
stands at around $265,500,000,000, which 


means that there is not sufficient leeway 


between that figure and the legal limit to 
absorb anticipated expenditure in the pe- 
riod that lies ahead. 

‘‘Although I am distressed that we can- 
not balance the budget this year,’’ Secre- 
tary Humphrey is quoted as saying, ‘“‘I do 
not believe it should be balanced. The 
risks that would involve our security would 
simply be too great.”’ 

An effort is being made to blame the 


former Truman administration for the dif- 
ficulties in bringing the budget into bal- 
ance. Thits derives from the fact that Con- 
gress authorizes funds in one year which 
are to be spent in an ensuing year or years. 
Such a policy is necessary in many things, 
of course, since a weapon like a battle- 
ship cannot be constructed in a single year. 
As a part of our defense program, the Ei- 
senhower administration inherited some 
$81,000,000,000 in such carryover appropri- 
ations. It is a headache to the budget bal- 
ancers, discouraging prospects for balanced 
federal expenditures not only in fiscal 1954 
but for 1955 as well. 


Administration apologists are saying it 
is just as though Mr. Truman had gone to 
the store and ordered $81,000,000,000 worth 
of goods which the Republican administra- 
tion must now pay for as they are deliv- 
ered. But the weakness in this sort of 
alibi is that it enables the Democrats to 
point out that President Eisenhower, after 
moving into the White House, could easily 
have sent his messengers back to-the store 
and cancelled the orders before the mer- 
chandise was delivered. 


The Republicans will have to get a bet- 
ter alibi than this. It would be better for 
them to adopt the cold realism of Secre- 
tary Humphrey and state with complete 
frankness that the risks to our national se- 
curity are simply too great to undertake 
any meat-axe slashing of government ex- 
penditures immediately. This is the over- 
riding reason which prompted him to make 
the bold assertion that he did not believe 
the budget should be balanced at this time.

The employee envies the compensations and 
authority of his boss and the employer 
wants the government to assume more of 
his responsibility. Country people want the 
bright lights and city folks live 50 long 
weeks for two weeks in the open air. 


Discontentment is sometimes a sign of 
growth and aspiration. There are some 
things we should never become contented 
with. Yet discontentment is often a crip- 
pling and dangerous disease of the person- 
ality, for it frustrates endeavor and breeds 
despair. The man who is forever questing 
for greener pastures too frequently misses 
the opportunity of the present hour. 


Against the all too common feeling of 
discontent, we read the confident words, 
‘T have learned, in whatsoever state I am, 
therewith to be content.’’? Who spoke in 
this manner? The Apostle Paul, writing to 
friends in the church at Philippi who had 
just sent financial assistance to relieve his 
poverty. 

He was a man of poor health who had 
long suffered from what he called a “‘thorn 
in his flesh.’””

Why did he write in what seems to be 
exuberant confidence and spiritual health? 
Because in whatever condition he found 
himself, he enjoyed the companionship of 
God and he accepted without question the 
will of God for his life. In the 13th verse 
of the same chapter he reveals his secret:

Some time back I wrote a column suspecting that Jim 
Poole owned the longest active record in baseball. The book 
substantiates that guess. The old first baseman started out in 
1912 and never quit until 1946 at Moultrie, his 35th season, in- 
cluding a short stretch in the American League. He’s still at 
his minor league last, managing a club up in the Class D Moun- 
tain State League. : 

It'll never replace any of the classics, this book. But it’s a 
thing far more dear to the lover of the baseball record, and the 
folks who like to remember the likes of Moose Clabaugh, Ox Eck- 
hardt, Charlie Workman, Nick Cullop, Hugh Hill and any other 
hero whose better days were spent out of the sight of the na- 


tional eye.

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Charlie Brown scored the early 
city primary Monday night as an 
attempt by the mayor “‘to freeze 
out opposition,’’ and called a 
newspaper supplement published 
recently on the City of Atlanta

Lompressing the last days of 
hig campaign into numerous 
public appearances and radio and 
TV speéches, Brown told a fourth 
ward audience at Capitol View 
School: 

“We have machine politics. 
Your 16-year mayor runs the city. 
I*-want to give back your city 
gevernment to: you.”’ : 

The candidate, who is trying to 
unseat Hartsfield after 12 con- 
secutive years in office, stuck to 
his campaign pledge to establish 
a department of public safety 
headed by a public safety direc- 
tor, to do something about the 
*‘broken down public transporta- 
tion system,’”’ and to work for 
home rule under the Gowen Act. 

He also cited a statement made 
last week by Fulton County Judge 
E. E. Andrews that he thought 
Atlanta municipal courts were 


- beitg used to collect revenue. 


“Our courts should be for jus- 
tice and justice only,’’ Brown 
said. ‘“‘When I’m your mayor 
you'll elect your city judges.”’ 

He asserted that something 
should “be done about the five 
judges and only two courtrooms 
*‘down on Decatur street.”’ 

Brown repéated his charge that 
the city tax rate had been un- 
necessarily raised 2.5 mills to 


25 mills and pledged: ‘‘We can' 


lower taxes without curtailing 
service.” 

Producing the supplement from 
the Sunday Journal-Constitution, 
he said, “If the city has $24,000 
to spend on this, it can lower 
taxes.”"" He charged that the two 
pictures of Hartsfield contained

Hartsfield reviewed his record 
in the Negro community, includ- 
ing improvement of lighting, 
housing conditions and police pro- 
tection. He said that he ‘‘went to 
war’ for the Negro race in fight- 
ing the county unit system in 
the election last fall.

The mayor spoke on two radio 
programs and lambasted Brown’s 
“scolding campaign,’’ contending 
that Brown has combed city 
operations and has found nothing 
of consequence to bolster a fail- 
ing race for mayor. 

The mayor listed waterworks 
expansions, street lighting, ex- 
pressway developments, new fire 
stations and parks and traffic im- 
provements, and said his admin- 
istration is ‘‘busy carrying all of 
the terms of the plan.”’ 

“Our expressways are strictly 
on schedule,’’ the mayor contin- 
ued. ‘‘My opponent shouts he can 
do everything at once disregard- 
ing the fact that state and federal 
matching funds must be had and 
they can come only as allocations 
are available.”’

Women Lawyers Hope 
To Decrease Divorces

Georgia’s women barristers have a plan they believe will re- 


duce the number of divorces. 


A new “‘Uniform Divorce Bill,’’ drafted by the National As- 


sociation of Women Lawyers, 


is ready for presentation to state 


legislators and the general public. 


News of the proposed new 
divorce statutes came Monday 
from Mrs. Grace Thomas, offi- 
cial of the Georgia Association 
of Women Lawyers, who will 
head the drive for enactment of 
the code in Georgia. 

“The nation drastically needs 
standardized divorce laws,’’ ex- 
plained Mrs. Thomas. 

‘‘A couple can be legally di- 
vorced in one state and consid- 
ered bigamists in another 
state,’’ she elaborated. ‘‘Worse 
yet, children may be legitimate 
in one state and deemed illegiti- 
mate in another.”’ 


All states would have the 


same divorce laws under the 
proposed new code, Mrs. 
Thomas said. 

The proposed laws would of- 
fer a new ‘“‘therapeutic ap- 
proach,” according to the At- 
lanta attorney. 

“They would require that 
courts in every divorce case 
attempt to effect a conciliation 
of the parties by confidential 
consultation and conferences,”’ 
she said. 

This. would mean divorce 
courts would set up new ma- 
chinery to provide family coun- 
seling service. 

Grounds for divorce in Geor- 
gia would remain almost the 
same, Mrs. Thomas said. 

Though stated in different 
terms, the grounds still would 
include adultery, mental eru- 
elty, desertion, habitual intoxi- 


cation, incurable insanity, 
conviction ~f a felony or for 
sexual incapacity.

WASHINGTON, May 11 ® — 
President Eisenhower told leaders 
of the nation’s savings banks to- 
day that the sharp upturn in 
American savings is ‘‘a most 
heartening and helpful factor in 
our battle against inflation.” 

Eisenhower made the statement 
in a message to the 33rd Annual 
Conference of the National Associ- 
ation of Mutual Savings Banks. 

The President said he had been 
informed that deposits at savings 
banks have increased about 50 per 
cent since 1945. 

Aubrey G. Lanston, president of 
a New York investment firm bear- 
ing his name, told the visiting 
bankers that the federal treasury 
may have to borrow 13 billion dol- 
lars in the next seven or eight 
months. 


CHAIN REACTION 


Fiscal experts said any such 
heavy borrowing could set off a 
chain reaction with the following 
results: 

1. An even greater demand for 
money fhan at present, when the 
money market is beginning to get 
tight.

Oil Firms 
Urge Curb 
On Imports 


By REX CHANEY 


WASHINGTON, - May . 11—1P-— 
Independent oil producers com- 
plained to Congress today that 
petroleum imports are causing 
“great injury’’ to small com- 
panies and weakening ‘‘our first 
line of defense.”’ 

They appeared before the 
House Ways and Means com- 
mittee in support of a provision 
sponsored by Representative 
Simpson (Rep., Pa.) to limit 
foreign imports of oil to 10 per 
cent of domestic demand. 


In beginning four days of hear- 
ings on the subject, the commit- 
tee entered the most controversial 
phase of the proposed one-year 
extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Act. The act expires next month 
and the administration wants it 
renewed without change. 


“CHEAP FOREIGN OIL” 


Simpson introduced over ad- 
ministration objections the 
amendment to limit oil imports, 
contending that cheap foreign oil 
is undermining the domestic coal 
industry. 

Urging approval of the amend- 
ment, Russell B. Brown, general 
counsel of the Independent Pe- 
troleum Association of America, 
told the committee it would be 
‘“‘unsound and dangerous to con- 
tinue a policy of increasing re- 
liance upon foreign sources of pe- 
troleum supply.”’ 

Coal industry spokesmen will 
present their arguments next and 
then the committee will hear op- 
posing views from large oil com- 
panies with large foreign hold- 
ings, users of imported fuel oil 
and advocates of the ‘‘free trade’”’ 
and ‘‘good neighbor’’ policies. 


“MAY BE IMPORTED” 


Brown conceded that oil from 
Canada, Central and South Amer- 
ica and the Middle East ‘‘may be 
important to the security of the 
United States and the rest of the 
Western Hemisphere.’’ 


But he said oil produced in this 
country ‘‘is our first line of de- 
fense, it must be adequate at all 
times.”’ 

Chariton H. Lyons, Shreveport, 
La., president of the Independent 
Petroleum Association, said his 
group has ‘“‘long recognized a 
place for oil imports’’ and that 
the ‘‘10 per cent relationship fully 
recognizes the place.’’ He said 
trade relations with other coun- 
tries must be worked out ‘‘with- 
out damage to those segments of 
our own economy that are basic 
to national strength.’’

Know Your Limitation 


To Emotional Stress 


There is a limit to how much 
everyone can do and fortunate 
are those who know how: far 
they can go before reaching the 
breaking point. Our physical 
restrictions are recognized eas- 
ily; we have learned through 
experience that we can run or 


. swim so far and no farther with- 


out collapsing. The limitations 
to emotional and mental stress 
are not so well understood. 


Right now there are millions 
of people who are doing more 
than they are capable of or 
have accepted more responsi- 
bility than they can handle. An 
equal number are besieged with 
grief and anxiety from situa- 
tions over which they have lit- 
tle or no control. Some are 
parents of a son in Korea; oth- 
ers were recently widowed or 
divorced. At any rate some- 
thing is likely to snap unless 
they mend their ways or adjust 
to the situation. 


After the breaking point is 
reached the victim may suffer 
from stomach distress, chest 
pain, palpitation of the heart or 
backache. The blood pressure 
rises in those with a tendency 
along this line, whereas others 
develop ‘peptic ulcer or spastic 
bowel. A few lose control en- 
tirely and must be placed in an 
institution. 

I know persons who fold up 
after the slightest adversity and 
others who keep going despite 
overwhelming odds. The se- 
cret is to know your limitations 
and stay within them. For some 
there is little leeway, but others 
can assume many additional 
duties and activities, before 
coming to the stop sign. 

Most of us would profit from 


reorganizing our daily routine 
to fit our work patterns and 
make adjustments for increas- 
ing burdens. 


If the breakdown comes or 
symptoms of nervous origin ap- 
pear, there is no need to look 
elsewhere for the cause. The 
fault lies with the individual, 


but he need not feel ashamed or |
